Italy’s Boom 
Sputtering

Rome—Delayed—Two years ago we spent a 
week in this city of tho ages talking to government 
and business people about their explosive economy 
and unprecedented prosperity as well as their rel­ 
atively stable political and governmental affairs. 


At that time Italy was one of the most dynamic 
Common Market members and the country was 
booming. The northern section was experiencing 
the millennium and the traditionally poverty-ridden 
South had high hopes of being pulled up by the 
North’s bootstraps. 


Things have changed in a short two years. 


The boom which lasted a decade is sputtering. 
An inflation spiral starting in 1954 is now slowing 
down the economic march. Common Market coun­ 
tries, easy with their loans to Italy, are now hesi­ 
tant to extend credit. And the government itself is 
staggering along trying to solve increasingly ser­ 
ious problems without precisely knowing how to 
do the job. 


In addition to all of this, the Communist party 
is becoming stronger and through its representa­ 
tives in the Italian Parliament takes advantage of 
every opportunity to embarrass the Center-Left 
coalition government headed by Prime Minister 
Moro. In the 1963 national elections, the Commu­ 
nist party grabbed 30 per cent of the vote—which 
m eans one of every four Italians bought the Com­ 
m ie line.
